Burnt to Death. 

A child of Sohag, aged 5,-who was left by 
his mother near a fire, was burnt to death 
yesterday, his clothes having caught alight.

‘EGYPTIAN ETHNOLOGY. 


At the last meeting of the Anthropological 
Institute of London, held on the 26th ult., Dr

the “prehistoric” people of 5000 B.c, the 
niodern inhabitants show no sensible difference 
in head measurements or in the degree of 
s:atter of individual measurements about their 
average ; (2) that the modern Copts throughout 
Tigypt are less negroid than the modern Moslem 
population ; (3) that both the Copts and the 
Moslems in Upper Egypt are more negroid — 
than those in Lower Egypt ; and (4) that from | 
the anthropometric standpoint there is no | 
evidence of plurality of race in modern Egypt.

The “Sudan 
Gazette” tates that this race is always on the 
move eastwards, ‘Their chief aim seems to be 
the pilgrimage to Mecca and Meding Some- 
times they spend some twelve years between 
the time they leave their homes and thé day 
they reach their goal. : 

Those of them who reached the Sudan have 
been very well treated by the Government. “A 
large number under the son™ of one of their 
Emirs were assisted to continue their pilgrim- 
age. A good many of them are, between, 
settling in the corntry and in this way 
materially add to the labour supply which at 
no time has been superfluous. As they are 
generally well behaved and law-a iding their 
advent should be desirable. ‘ 

‘they have not, it is true, been accustomed 
to any work aud- they are said to be slow in 
their labours, but they can he easily trained to 
do the unskilled town or country work and 
they have been very useful at-Omdurman in } 
drawing water and as porters. ; 

Their engagement in agricultural labour has 
brought the native labourers to their senses 
and a semblance of keen competition promises 
to arise in the near fature.
